RED DEER BANQUETTED 


LEGISLATORS LAST NIGHT 


Lieutenant-Governor, Ministers and Members Entertained af 
a Brilliant Function 


Red Deer, April 18.—Red Deer did it- 
self proud at the banquet last night 
furnished to the Lieutenant-Governor, 
the Government and the members of the 
legiglature. The banquet was spread in 
the Arlington hotel and the large dining 
room was beautifully decorated with 
festoons of Norway pine and Easter 
lilies shot through with myriads of 
electric lights giving a wonderfully 
artistic and handsore effect. 

Mayor Michener was chairman of the 
evening. To his right and left sat Gov- 
ernor Bulyea, Premier Rutherford, 
John T. Moore, Dr. Gaetz, and the Cab- 


inet ministers. There were present oe 


sides the parliamentarians the council- 
lors, ex-mayors and ex-members of the 
Red Deer council, Compiroller Wood, of 
the Mounted Police, Major Saunders. 
Fifteen representatives of the press and 
a few guests of the pioneers of Red 
Deer, making in all about one hundred 
of a party. 

The capital was the principal subject 
of the evening, but the oratory was 
very broad in its scope and occasionally 
rose to a high standard of eloquence. 


Dr. Gaetz proposed the first. toast to! 
“Canada,” and in so doing paid an elo- | 


quent compliment to Earl Grey and 


Lieutenant-Governor Bulyea, and in re- 


plying the Governor delivered an excel- 
lent address reminding the members of 
the importance of the duty iraposed up- 
on them in laying the foundations of 
the provincial life, and ringing with the 
true western spirit of loyalty to the 
Empire and that part of it in which 
we live. 

Premier Rutherford proposed the toast 
to “The Army and Navy and Military 
Forces,” and in so doing made a most 
important announcement to the effect 
that the provincial Government has 
practically concluded arrangements 
with Comptroller Wood, by which the 
Mounted Police are to be retained in Al- 
berta on the present status. Colonel 
Saunders replied briefly. 


welcoming the Government and legisla- 
ture to the city. He spoke very briefly 
on the capital question stating that he 
preferred toreserve his oratorial ener- 
gies on that subject until the question 
came up in the legislature. He propos- 
ed the toast to “The members of the 
Government.” 

Premier Rutherford in replying, said 
that he had seen some beautiful sites 
for the capital buildings. It was re 
grettable that there were not more 
than one capital to be selected. Two 
of his colleagues lived in cities advanc- 
ing claima to the capital. He would 
leave it to them to dwell on that mat- 
ter. His only hope was that the leg- 
islature which would have to choose in 
a few days would choose wisely and 
well. The premier spoke at consider- 
able length on provincial affairs, pre- 
dicting a great era of railway devel- 
opment and construction. 

Attorney-General Cross said that Ed- 
‘monton had been chosen the temporary 
capital, and the people of Edmonton 
could see no reason why the capital 
ghould not remain there. He was out 
straight for Edmonton, but the Govern- 
ment was taking a fair course in al- 
lowing members to vote ag they choose 
on the question. If Red Deer could get 
enough members to vote for this town 
as the capital, he would have no hard 
feelings. 

Hon. VW. H. Cushing confined his dis- 
course largely to affairs of the public 
works department. His brief reference 
to the capita] question was, “I wish Red 
Deer every success in all their under- 
takings,’ which the hosts of the evening 
interpreted as an encouragement and 
loudly applauded Mr. Cushing who, add- 
ed, “Except in one thing.” 

Hon. W. T. Finlay was in a rather 
jocular frame of mind. He said that 
Medicine Hat had the finest place in the 
province to build a capital and that the 
town would give free gas and water 
and throw in a whole township of 
land for a site. 

Mr. Fisher of Banff, said that he 
had concluded that Banff was the ideal 
spot for the capital: If Mr. Moore 
would do ail in his power to get the 
capital for Banff and if they failed he

Me Andeva, who accompanied him, is 
not his wife, She also is a revolution- 
ist, and M. Morosoff, one of Moscow's 
merchant princes, gave her $1,500,000 
| for the revolutionary cause. Whenthe 
government last summer secured proof 
of this fact he was given twenty-four 
hours to leave Russia or gtand trial. 
He fled to Paris, where he committed 
suicide.

This notification had to 
be done largely on foot with snow- 
gies. Had the election been held in 
the summer time it would have been 
easy enough to reach the men, for at 
that season they are at home farm- 
ing. but after the cold weather sets 
jn, they become teamsters and trap- 
pers, and may be anywhere within 
tetee hundred miles of home. 

Mhen this was the first election of 
amy kind whatsoever held in the 
Pace River country, and many of the 
gaifragists had rather a hazy idea of 
ther duties in this direction. Mr. 
Brick’s constituents are largely half- 
bafeds .the offspring of Hudson's 
Bay men who came into the country 
thirty or forty years ago and took 
Infian wives. These natives have 
never been out of the country, and can 
ecercely be expected to have much con- 
yersance with the customs of the out- 
side world. They came strolling into 
the polling places a day or two after 
the election, and were surprised and in- 
digmant when their -votes were refus- 
ed. 

Peace River Crossing is about four 
hundred miles north and west of 
Edmonton. Ordinarily two weeks is 
allpwed for the journey in winter, but 
Mz. Brick made it in eight days 
in order to reach Edmonton in time 
for the opening of the legislature. In 
winter the trails are laid over the 
lakes and watercourses and the going 
is excellent. The member from Peace 
River will return in the spring by 
etage from Edmonton to Athabasca 
Landing, thence by steamboat to the 
mouth of the Lesser Slave river, 
thence up twenty-five miles of rapids 
towed by man power and across Les- 
ger Slave Lake by boat, and finally 
one hundred miles by a good road. 
A eteamer is being built by Captain 
Barber of Winnipeg to ply on the 
Lesser Slave lake. 

Mr. Brick has lived in the district 
he represents for twenty-two years, 
and is known he says to everyone in 
all that country. Indeed everyone 
knows everyone else better than if 
they all livel in a small town. Mr. 
Brick went north for the first time 
in the spring of 1886 to join his 
father, who was a missionary at 
vegan, on the Peace river. He team- 
ed from Calgary to Edmonton. At 
Athabasca Landing he fell in with 
Wm, Ogilvie, the government survey- 
or, who was making a survey of the 
Athabasca river. He accompanied 
him on his trip down the Athabasca 
and up the Peace river to Dunvegan 
where he arrived in the fall of that 
year after a journey of some thous- 
and miles, which constitutes practical- 
ly a circuit of Northern Alberta. 

Mr. Brick is a farmer and rancher. 
He gave me some samples of wheat 
and oats grown on his place. In 
good seasons they have no difficulty 
in raising fifty bushels of wheat to 
the acre. All the grain he can raise 


is milled and sold to the Hudson's 
Bay Company and to trappers in the 
vicinity, and there is not nearly 
enough to go around. A mill which 
has been installed in Ft. 
could not obtain enough grain to keep 
going last year. They would have 
purchased 15,000 bushels more if it 
could have been obtained. Flour brings 
$8.00 per cwt. at retail and $6.00 whole- 
sale 


The difficulty in the way of farm- | 


ing is of course the great expense of 
bringing in machinery. The climate 
is all right; it is very much like that 
of Edmonton. Grain has been grown 
for years at Fort Vermilion, which is 
within one hundred miles of the Arc- 
tic circle. Seeding is done at the be- 
ginning of April, and the grain is cut 
at the end of August. Mr. Brick grows 
practically everything on his farm. He 
assured me thai tomatoes, corn, cucum- 
bers and pumpkins ripened freely in 
the open air. The ranchers never sta- 
ble their stock. It is necessary to put 
out hay on account of the snow, but 
horses do splendidly without shelter. 
In the summer time one can read a 
newspaper out of doors at midnight.

This will make 
the whole district tributary to the 
road. If the Wapiti pass route is 
chosen the road will pass within fif- 
ty miles of the river; if on the other 
hand the road traverses the Yellow 
Head pass the Peace River district 
will be no better off than at present. 
However, if the G. T. P. does not real- 
ize the possibilities of this country 
someone else will. Mr. Brick is con- 
fident that a road will shortly be built.
